of May the bonded indebtedness of the 
United States amounted to $1,348,478,- 
000, exclusive of interest 
On the 1st 


of June, the total was $1,338,229,050. 
The reduction for May was, therefore, 
$10,248,960, and yet the public debt 
statement shows a reduction of only 
$4,890,477. 
This is figured by deduct 


ing cash in the treasury. The amount 
of cash of 3% per cent bonds cancelled 
last month was $12,794,050, mostly em- 
braced in the 120th call, interest on 
which ceased on the 1st of May. Of 
this sum, $2,542,600 was converted inte 
3 per cent, bonds, raising the amount of 
that denomination outstanding to $£03,- 
132,9000, and the remainder was de- 
stroyed. Tho amount of 3% per cent 
bonds outstanding on the 1st of June 
was $33,154,030 
It is given out ut 


Washington that no more calls for the 
redempuoc of bonds will be issued un- 
til after the accounts for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th are closed 
It is 
likely that the next call will take in the 
remainder of the 3J{ per cents. The 
public debt shows a reduction of about 
$120,000,000 for the first eleven months 
of the fiscal year.—S. F. Bulletin.

BEEF CATTI-E. 


Tb« Marltet of The 


Th« San Francisco Post, reviewing 


the cattle market, gays "our market as 
a rule is well supplied with beef cattle, 
but unlike the Eastern market, it is 
easily glutted— this being the terminus 
of tho route, there is no outlet for » 
surplus supply. The California season 
is now at its hight, and will gradually 
decline until the end of the season, bat 
the prospect is that prices will bo main- 
tained. Tho supply at present is from 
the southern part of the State, 
from 


Monterey county, and as far south as 
Los Angeles. Small quantities uf cat- 
tla como from ths northern counties, 
which keeps the uiarkst supplied after 
the supply from Southern California is 
exhausted. When the harvest is gath- 
ered cattle owners hire the fields for the 
use of beef cattle, and coma to this 
market and sell them, and tbon ship 
them as thoy nro required. When this 
supply is exhausted, the Nevada season 
opens, which is about the end of the 
month of October or early in November. 
For tho past two years the Bust has 
drawn a portion of their supplies from 
Nevada and Idaho, a part of which 
ussd to be sent to this market. A num- 
ber of butchers purchase the Nevada 
cattla early in the Fall and keep them, 
in good condition, and by this moans 
th«y aro enabled to supply the market 
here in Winter and in early Spring, 
until the cattle from Southern Cali- 
fornia are ready for slaughtering. Moat 
of tha cattls shipped to this market 
come from ranches, as farmers with a 
few head find a small market in their 
immediate neighburhood. The market 
fluctuates in price, and beef was high 
duriug the Winter and is 10 at tile pres- 
ent time. There has not been an over- 
supply of cattle in this market for a 
number of years. Steers suitable for 
slaughtering, from three to fire years 
old, bring $50 to $60 each; calves and 
two-year-old steers, $30 to $45, accord- 
ing to size. The New York Shipping 
List of a recent date aays : The market 
for beef cattle during the latter part ol 
the past week was active at an advauofl 
of $1 per head. On Monday there was 
a fair demand for most all grades, ex 
uept heavy steers, tbe market for which 
dragged heavily, with sales at a decline 
of one-quarter of a cent ^ Bx Com- 
mon to medium steers sold at 11%@ 
12^0, and good to prime, 12@12%c. 
Milch cows ate lower in price, the mar- 
ket closing dull at $35@65 eitoh
